to decide that Wong Afuk should be

A miscellaneous collection of: books, 
and documents was seized ; Wei Sing 
books, ‘Manila Lottery tickets, Hong- 
kong-Manila lottery tickets, &c., all 
relating to drawings. shortly to take | 
place. ; : . 

In answer to Mr. Wotton, Inspector 
Perry said’ that be found the Wei 
Sing books in one place, and the 
bundles of the-Chinese Manila lottery 
tickets in the top drawer of ‘the stall, 
and a considerable numbor‘of them in 
the box on which defendant was sit- 
ting. ‘Tlie stall he admitted had every 
appearance of a genuine money- 
changer’s stall, ‘ 

Mr. Wotton argued that as the sale 
of Manila lottery tickets had been 
winked at by the Government ever 


since Hongkong had been a colony it _ 


was exceedingly hard that his client 
should be hauled up.so shortly, with- 

out any previous notice. The law. on 

the subject had never been pro. 

mnulgated in Chineso and it was 

not to be expected that they could 
become _acquainted ‘with 
visions unless it was published in their _ 
native language. When the Inspector 

went to search the premises. he never 

expécted to find Manila Tickets there, 

and in fact, they’ were only discovered 

accidentally, and should therefore not 

be taken into consideration at all.
